Frank G. Hohl. shot to death here, 
was a bigamist as well as a bank 
roi)b««r, was furnished at headquarters 
last, night, by his wrife. Mrs Bertha 
llohl, alias Bertha George. 21, who 
was arrested and is held on suspicion 
.Mr 
Hohl, when questionel by Act­ 
ing Chief Ryan and Lieutenant liove, 
denied that she knew anything about 
the robbery until brought to her atteu 
tion through th** newspapers; denied 
that she knew Hohl was in Cincinnati, 
and declared that he had left her more 
than a year ago because she would 
not, take part in his crimes. 
She said that «he was married in 
Harrisburg in Mart h. 1911, to Hohl. a 
few days aft»*r he had been dismissed 
from the Eastern Penitentiary at Phila­ 
delphia. »Her maiden name was Ber­ 
tha IFoltzsman and 
he was born in 
Harrisburg, 
‘Tlohl w as first arrested for stealing 
journal brasses from the railroad in 
Harrisburg," she said, ‘‘and was sent 
to the reformatory 
at Huntington, 
Penn., when he was but 17 years old 
•He got out of the reformatory by iurg­
